All the speakers brought in the 
idea that the only way the United 
States will fall will be from in- 
ner corruption. This is being 
brought about by the promotion 
of the vices we are subject to. 
These vices entail smut, some 
movies, opium and many similar 
things, they said. 

The reason for these lectures 
was to arouse the, students, and 


make them aware of this problem 
facing us in our generation. 

The series of lectures will end 
by the showing of the very con- 
troversial movie “Operation Aboli- 
tion,” and a talk by Rev. Edward 
A. Maziarz. His topic will be 
“Communism’s Motivation and 
Why — Our Counter Motivation as 
Catholics.”

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Poor response to new tutoring Thinhing Men Prefer

The carefully planned tutoring 
system inaugurated on campus this 
fall has received a dismally poor 
response. Thus it appears that, the 
problems of coordination of the sys- 
tem having been solved, a method 
must TKJMrhS" "f Ounct td"ve~rcome 
student apathy to tutoring before it 
will fully succeed. 

[. This school year was ideal for the 
initiation of tutoring, since grades 
for the fall quarter were among the 

f oorest on record. Approximately 
50 students did not attain their 
Required indexes. 

I Of these 150, over 100 are under- 
classmen, for whom the system was 
Intended. Letters of invitation to. 
hartake of the service were sent to 
all these students by the coordinators 
0f the tutoring system. Fees were 

t nnounced as 50 cents per 60 min- 
te session. 


| Only 15 of these students indicat- 
ed a desire to be tutored. In addi- 
tion, 10 other students requested 
to take advantage of tutoring in 
certain courses. 

In all, tutoring was requested in 
about 20 courses. A few requests 
for tutoring in more than one course 
brought the total applications to 40. 
This sounds like a lot of tutoring.

; Morality will rout ! 
: 'Pinkos’: Fr. Becka

Fr. Fred Becka is a short man, approxi- 
mately 5’9” tall. His dark hair is beginning 
to recede above the temples, and at fre- 
quent intervals, strands o f gr ey make 
■their appearance. Through his dark- 
rimmed glasses he regards you carefully, 
almost cautionsly, and when he speaks, 
his voice commands your attention. 

As a priest and citizen, Fr. Becka is a 
.man of strong personal convictions. But 
coupled with these convictions is a deep 
concern over the threat of communism. 

In his lecture last Friday night, Fr. 
Becka spoke about his seven years in 
China, of which two and a half were spent 
in a Chinese communist prison, and six 
months under “house arrest.” China was 
taken over by force, he noted and is now 
ruled by fear. But still, the strong ties 
that unite the Chinese family have not 
been totally removed even though the 
Red Chinese are constantly trying to 
disrupt the family unit. 

Fr. Becka also expressed concern 
over the more immediate threat of 
communism to the United States. It

However, it must be pointed out 
that in no course did more than six 
students request tutoring. Logic and 
History 11 each had six applicants. 
In about a dozen courses only one 
student requested tutoring. And in 
‘ 3, a course ^vhioh all fresh- 

men take, and with which manv 
have trouble, only three indicated 
a need for assistance. 

Gary Madison, president of Delta 
Epsilon Sigma, co-sponsor of the 
service with the Student Council 
academic committee, said that de- 
spite the disappointing response, the 
tutoring will begin before Christmas. 
He added that the response is at 
least a start, and that about 15 tutors 
have been Assigned to courses. 

So, after several years of bicker- 
ing, ending with the installation of 
a carefully planned system, tutoring 
has been nearly rejected by those for 
whom it was intended. Perhaps, as 
has previously been indicated, the 
50 cent fee is resented by the stu- 
dents; perhaps the students feel that 
they don’t need or would not be 
aided by tutoring; or perhaps they 
are just too unconcerned to investi- 
gate. In any case, if this system falls 
short of success, the fault will rest 
with no one but the students it 
might have aided-.— — — — — -

The aim of the “Pinkos” is a simple 
one: to cause confusion. Their focal point 
is the youth of the nation. In further 
illustrating this point, Fr. Becka quoted 
page 23 of a Russian textbook for com- 
munist spies, which had been translated 
by the Canadian intelligence service. 

“Make alcohol readily available to the 
teen-ager. Make dope available. Encourage 
his wildness. Stimulate him with sex litera- 
ture. Educate him to perversion. Then the 
psychopolitical operators (spies) can create 
a mass confusion . . . and step in with 
a solution: communism.” 

This, briefly, is how the “Pinkos” work. 
Their movement has two characteristics, 
which are really reflections of communism 
itself. The first is organization, and it 
involves the intricate networks of spies, 
counter-spies, and even counter-counter- 
spies.' The second characteristic is propa- 
ganda, which can be subtle, massive and 
effective. -As Fr. Becka said, “the Chinese 
have a saying: If you throw enough mud, 

some of it will stick.” — ■ 

But what can we, as individuals, as 
students, do against communism? The 
answer must lie within each individual. 

It is a matter of personal conviction, 
a true belief in the democratic way 
of life. A way of JJjfe in which the 
family unit must be perserved; a way 
of life in which morality and ethics 
pverade; a way of life in which there 
j is proper regard for authority. 

The individual must be -informed. He 
must know what communism is and how 
it operates. There are numerous books 
which treat this topic, among them The 
Ugly American, Master of Deceit, Naked 
Communism, etc. Following the daily hews- 
papers will also provide the individual 
with information about the activities o^ 
world communism. 

Secondly, the individual must be alert.

At Valpo the Crusaders spurted 
to a 10-point lead in the first three 
minutes of the game, while the 
Pumas fere held scoreless.
